Moscow, July 3 (.7*1— Premier Jo­ 
seph Stalin called upon the Rus­ 
sian people today to meet the ad­ 
vancing German armies with a 
vast "scorched earth” policy and 
with universal guerilla warfare. 
He warned his people they were 
menaced by "a grave danger” and 
acknowledged that already Adolf 
Hitler's 
legions 
have 
captured 
Lithuania, most of Latvia, w estern 
white Russia and part of the w est­ 
ern Ukraine. 
But, he cried, it was recognized 
at home and abroad “that ours is 
a just cause, that the enemy will 
be defeated, that we arc bound to 
win.” 
Stalin, making one of his rare 
speeches, attributed Nazi success­ 
es thus far "to the fact that the 
war of Fascist Germany on the 
U. S. S. R. began under conditions 
favorable for German forces and 
Ii r ti ll k r ti unfavorable for Soviet forces.”

MORE COUNTRY PEOPLE 
Births in rural areas arc running ahead cif 
deaths at the rate cif 1< HMH IO a y par, says a 
farm expert. It amounts to 2,^00,000 mort* 
IK*ople in a decade. And tin* question arises, 
what will happen to this excess population? 
There seem to he plenty of people on the 
farms now, and with the spread and im­ 
provement ol modern machinery it takes 
fewer jieople to ope'rate th in. The excess 
population will want work. 
“In part," says the expert, “this may take 
the form of producing goods and services for 
home use. But the old ideal of a completely 
self-sufficing farm economy is vanishing, if 
it has not already vanished, before the rising 
tide of urbanization." 
Expansion might take the form of produc­ 
ing more goods and services on farms for 
general use. The market for foodstuffs may 
tx* limited, but with the spread of electric 
power it would be possible to establish small 
shops or factories on thousands of farms, 
using available raw materials to make many 
new things for the general market.

(By The Associated Press) 
Poker-faced Joe DiMaggio, the 
greatest player, excluding pitchers

batting." 
This bauble is the three-way 
championship in percentage hit­ 
ting. home runs and runs batted 
in and is one of the most elusive 
hatting honors in the game. 
In the last 15 years it has been 
won only by the immortal Lou 
Gehrig, who. incidentally, is to ho 
memorialized by tho New York 
Yankees and fans in a ceremony 
in Yankee Stadium before tomor­ 
row's doubleheader. Gehrig cap­ 
tured all three in 1934 w'hon ho 
hit .363, collected 49 home runs 
and batted in 165 tallies. 
Babe Ruth was never able to ' 
hit this target. Rogers Hornsby 
did i' twice bi ti’'- NiUomI I if 
gue in 1922 and 1925. Other heroes I 
of the past might have achieved j 
it, except that runs batted in were 
not recorded until the last two i 
decades.
